A few years ago, firefighting in 

Albany was mainly concerned with 
modest commercial establishments 
along San Pablo and Solano Avenues 
and the modest homes all contained 
inalittle less than 1.5 square miles of 
the city. 
Then along came Interstate Gen- 
eral Corporation of Maryland and its 
plans for $100 million worth of con- 
dominiums changing the East Bay 
skyline and visible from San Fran- 
cisco itself. 

Chief Koepke, appointed last year 
with the retirement of Chief Gerald 
Browne, recently issued his annual 
Teport for 1976, with ‘‘Gateview’’ re- 
ceiving plenty of attention. 

Although Gateview has its own 
computerized life safety system, 
Koepke is not lulled into any false

ALBANY — Albany City 
Attorney Larry Saler plan- 
ned to file a petition with

The machine, which is de- 
signed to detect false state- 
ments from voice patterns 
of interviewed suspects, 
was recently donated to the 
police department by citi- 
zens who staged a campaign 
to raise the $2,500 purchase 
price. 

The superior court will de- 
termine in about 10 days 
whether to reject the peti- 
tion or issue a temporary 
injunction ordering the 
chief to ‘‘show cause’’ why 
the injunction should not be 
made permanent. 

Simmons has alleged that 
the PSE machineis reliable, 
that guidelines control its 
use and the council prohibi- 
tion is beyond the scope of 
its powers under the city 
charter and state law. 

Simmons has hired a pri- 
vate attorney to represent 
him.

osal for an overall 25 per- 
cent reduction in water con- 
sumption, directed the dis- 
trict to develop a new plan 
for consideration. 

The crux of the utility 
board’s proposal, which di- 
rectors admitted ‘‘was al- 
most universally disliked’’, 
was a set of reduction goals 
for various types of water 
uses which would, in effect, 
reward those who have used 
water extravagantly and 

ished those who have 
n trying to conserve it. 

The reductions were to be 
based on a percentage of the 
users’ prior consumption 
levels; thus larger users 
would have a higher quota 
than smaller ones. By the 
end of the hearing the direc- 
tors had cooled to the per- 
centage plan and seemed to 
have warmed to a quota sys- 
tem similar to the one 
adopted in Marin County, in 
conjunction with a revision 
of the water rates to charge 
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the large users more than 
small ones. A water sur- 
charge ‘for wastrels’’ also 
will be considered. 

Many of the speakers ad- 
dressing the Oakland hear- 
ing represented special in- 
terest groups which came to 
plead with the board to veto 
any conservation plan 
which would adversely af- 
fect their businesses or in- 
dustries. Among the 
spokesmen were represen- 
tatives of the plumbers and 
steamfitters’ unions, the 
construction industry, the 
Chevron, U.S.A. Refinery of 
Richmond, the Northern
